23.—The French gov­ 
ernment is thoroughly in earnest in its 
attitude toward Turkey, and is fully 
aware that at tho present moment no 
foreign power would raise any objec­ 
tions to a French fleet resorting to most 
drastic measures, says a Paris dispatch 
to Tho Tribune. 
According to information that has 
reached Paris tho real reason for the 
saltan changing his mind, declining to 
fulfill his promise, was duo to his hopes 
that tho obstreperous clamor of the na­ 
tionalist party in France would induce 
M. Delcasse, the minister of foreign af­ 
fairs, to disavow It. Constans. 
The 
sultan’s great objection to the French 
concession is that if the Constantinople 
quays were nuder the control of a 
French or other foreign company there 
would be disquieting facilities for the 
landing of conspirators and their bag­ 
gage. 
But Constans gave the sultan 
the option of baying back the danger­ 
ous quays by paying 41,000,000 francs 
for them within six months and pro­ 
vided the porte with a scheme for 
raising the cash. 
An important factor of the situation 
is that the sultan is known to be in 
great fear of the young Turk party 
yrhose headquarters are in France and 
who have for years been conspiring to 
get rid of Abdul Hamid. 
In fact, the 
sole duty of Mnnir Bey, the Turkish 
ambassador in Paris for the last four 
years, has been to watch these young 
Turks and to send confidential reports 
to the Yildiz Kiosk about their doings. 
Mnnir Bey just now is absent from 
France, but in the case Constans should 
decide to exert his authority to break off 
diplomatic relations with Turkey one of 
the first steps of the French government 
would be to inform Mnnir Bey that he 
could not re-enter France. Thereby the 
sultan would be kept in ignorance of the 
machinations of the young Turk con­ 
spirators, and it is thought that this 
would have upon the timorous bulcrufty 
character of Abdul Hamid greater effect 
than even a naval demonstration. 
At 
all events, the French government has 
several other trump cards np its sleevo 
to play before resorting to naval demon­ 
strations or acts of hostility, such as 
the seizure of customs dues or bombard­ 
ment.

nett, Tanner and others. I was in Paris 
when the protest was made. 
•‘I have met Americans, even from 
Texas, all over the continent aud re­ 
ceived welcome greetings from them. 
During my trip through Holland, Bel­ 
gium, Germany, Switzerland, Italy and 
France I had not an insult from an 
American or any one else. 
“ I sailed from New York on the St. 
Louis aud was treated like any other 
cabin passenger, I preached ou Sunday 
at tho request of Senator Mitchell of 
Oregon aud General Grosvenor. Amer­ 
ica would be the best oouutry in the 
world if it could get rid of its race pre­ 
judices.

the eastern part of this county 20 miles 
from here in which Blake Logan and 
two sons and the two Wilson brothers 
were killed by West Mays aud George 
Colden. The trouble originated over 
May’s wife. 
A posse has left herb for the scene to 
make arrests aud bury the bodier as the 
noighb irs are afraid to go to them. 


S h e r i f f H a d t o 
B e s o r t 
gava a D oom ed P risoner. 
Asheville, Ala., Aug. 23,-O ne man 
was killed and another probably fatally 


w o u n d e d in a battle bere Thursday to 
pave tho negro Jim Brown from the 
vengeance of a mob after he had been 
tried and sentenced to be hanged on 
Sept. 20 for the most heinous crime 
known in the criminal law of the state. 
Walter Blankenship, shot through the 
head and killed, the ball penetrating 
the skull above the right ear. 
Arthur Blankenship, breast a i t ab­ 
domen penetrated by birdshot and eye 
put out. 
A small boy, the son of .Tames Hanley, 
slightly wounded about the face with 
birdshot. 
The Blankenships were brothers and 
been in town since Monday trying to 
stir up the trouble. 
Walter died with­ 
in two hours after being shot and Ar­ 
thur is in a precarious condition. 
The attem pt of the mob to gain pos­ 
session of the negro followed one of tho 
swiftest trials ever held. It was a bat­ 
tle of witnesses which kept tho judge 
and court officials on the defensive to 
suppress the fast rising auger of Urn 
crowd as detail after detail of the ne­ 
gro's work was told by the witnesses 
for the state 
There was no evidence 
for the defense. 
As the prisoner said 
afterwards in his confession there wa* 
nothing tho witnesses he had summon­ 
ed could say in his behalf. 
The c lash 
came in half an hour after Judge Pel­ 
ham had pronounced the sentence. 
After some difficulty the court mom 
was cleared. Sheriff North tnought it 
unwise to take Brown to the jail a few 
blocks away, for the crowd wa* rapidly 
increasing around the front door of the 
court house. 
Twenty-eight deputies, 
armed with pistols aud shotguns were 
stationed in the front hall and at the 
windows of the court room. 
Tho first 
sign of an outbreak came when one man 
from the outside with a pistol in his 
hand ' tarted to monnt the stairway. He 
was followed by two or three others. 
Several shots were exchang 'd and tho 
mob leaders retreated to tho outside, 
when two members b*>gan firing into 
the windows 
Arthur Blankenship was 
hit fir*t and hi* brother was shot. while 
emptying his revolver in the direction 
of the windows above. 
The bodies of the wounded were re­ 
move d and the crowd scattered abont 
in front of the stores across the street. 
The officers took advantage of this lull 
and spirited the negro an ay in charge 
of two special deputies. 
He was gotten 
safely aboard a freight traiu for Bir­ 
mingham. 
The crime for whioh Brown will bang 
was committed on May 7 near Spring­ 
ville. 
He assaulted Miss Garrett, who 
was a school teacher. 
He esea.nod pur­ 
suers 
and was 
finally captured at 
Charleston, S. O. In the meantime an­ 
other negro had been shot to death be­ 
cause he was mistaken for Brot* a. 
Brown attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat with a piece of glass shortly af­ 
ter his capture. 
On the way to the Birmingham jail 
Brown made a complete confession.

23.—The French gov­ 
ernm ent is thoroughly in earnest in its 
attitude toward Turkey, aud is fully 
aw are th at at the present moment no 
foreign power would raise any objoc- 
tions to a French fleet resorting to most 
drastio measures, says a Paris dispatch 
to The Tribune. 
According to inform ation that has 
reached Paris the real reason for the 
saltan changing his mind, declining to 
fulfill his promise, was due to his hopes 
th at the obstreperous clamor of the na­ 
tionalist party in France would induce 
M. Delcasse, the m inister of foreign af­ 
fairs, to disavow M. Cons tai is. 
The 
sultan’s great objection to tho French 
concession is that if the Constantinople 
quays were under the control of a 
French or other foreign company there 
would be disquieting facilities for the 
landing of conspirators and their bag­ 
gage. 
But Ooustaus gave the sultan 
the option of buying back the danger­ 
ous quays by paying 41,000,000 francs 
for them w ithin six m onths and pro­ 
vided the porte w ith a scheme for 
raising the cash. 
An im portant factor of the situation 
is tliat the sultan is kuown to be in 
great fear of the young Turk party 
yrhose headquarters ara in Franee and 
who have for years been conspiring to 
get rid of Abdul Hamid. 
In fact, the 
sole dnty of Munir Bey, the Turkish 
ambassador in Paris for the last four 
years, has been to watch these young 
Turks and to send confidential reports 
to the Yildiz Kiosk about their doings. 
Munir Bey ju st now is absent from 
France, bat in the case Constans should 
decide to exert his authority to break off 
diplomatic relations w ith Turkey one of 
the first steps of the Frenoh governm ent 
would be to inform M unir Bey that he 
could not re-enter Franoe. Thereby the 
sultan would be kept in ignorance of the 
m achinations of the young T urk con­ 
spirators, aud it is thought th at this 
would have upon the timorous bulcrafty 
character of Abdul Hamid greater effect 
thau even a naval dem onstration. 
At 
all events, the French governm ent has 
several other trum p cards up its sleeve 
to play before resortiug to naval demon­ 
strations or acts of hostility, such as 
the seizure of customs dues or bombard 
maut.

Louis aud was treated liko any other 
cabin passenger, I proached ou Sunday 
at the request of Senator Mitchell of 
Oregon aud General Grosvenor. 
Amer­ 
ica would be the best oouutry iu the 
world if it could get rid of its race pre­ 
judices. 
Laboring w hite men in Eu­ 
rope are oppressed as badly as the negro 
in America except when it is a question 
of liberty, then the laborer has the same 
juatioe an hi-< richer bro!her, especially 
in G reat Britain. 
I hope to see the day 
when it w ill be the same in America.” 
W . Winfield, manager of the Anglo- 
American bank of New York, one of 
the protosting a tro u s of the St. Erm ins 
said:
